1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Applicant argues that the combination of Yoshiura and Keith fail to teach encrypting 
the compressed data into a plurality of units having a length smaller than the compression block length. Applicant's assertion is 
incorrect. Yoshiura teaches the limitation in question. As Applicant noted, Yoshiura teaches that data is compressed to fit a 
block size (Applicant's Remarks, Page 12). Thus, a larger compression block is compressed to fit data into a block size. 
Applicant further notes that this block is then encrypted. (Applicant's Remarks, Page 12). Thus, Yoshiura teaches a larger block 
being compressed to fit a new block. This new block is encrypted. The new block's size is smaller than the original size since 
the original was compressed.
